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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 2, 12, 14 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Chen et al. (US 2002/0045463). 

Regarding claims 19 and 21, Chen discloses a method of inquiring a target 
information on a mobile phone flf 0002), comprising: 

pressing a key to input a sign in association with pronunciation of the target 
information into a display device of the mobile phone fl| 0026) [The user enters letters 
via the keypad 106 for phonetic characters to be displayed in the display device 108 of 
the mobile phone]; 

the mobile phone converting the sign to a key word when an input mode installed 
therein is determined, wherein the key word is selected from the group consisting of an 
English character, a mandarin phonetic notation and a pinyin syllable fl| 0037) [The user 
input 310 permits a user to enter phonetic text and the search engine 302 receives the 
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text and process the word for possible phonetic text such as Pinyin selected in the 
mobile phone database 212]; 

performing a search in a database of the mobile phone by using the key word fl| 
0028) [The search engine 302 passes the input string to the language model 304 to 
drive possible language character in the mobile phone database 212 based on the input 
string]; and 

selecting the target information from the search (fl 0032) [The language model 304 
identifies the most likely names as the target information for the given phonetic word 
inputted by the user]. 

Regarding claim 20, Chen discloses all the limitations of claim 20 as stated in 
claim 19 rejection above and furthermore Chen discloses a storage device (212 on FIG. 
2) and a processing device (Language System 220 on FIG. 2). 

Regarding claims 2, 12 and 14, Chen discloses further comprising a step of 
switching the input mode currently employed to another input mode 0026). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or(g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 3-6, 8-11 and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chen in view of Kraft et al. (US 6,487,424). 

Regarding claims 3, 8 and 15, Chen as applied to claims 19, 20 and 21 differs 
from claims 3, 8 and 15 in that it fails to disclose every record of the database 
comprising at least one telephone number. 

However, Kraft teaches every record of the database comprising at least one 
telephone number (column 5, lines 59-65). 
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It would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the invention of Chen using the database information with 
a telephone number as taught by Kraft. 

This modification of the invention enables the system to search for telephone 
number so that the user would use speed dial on the mobile telephone. 

Regarding claims 4, 9 and 16, Kraft teaches a step of dialing a telephone number 
that is selected from the searched information from the database (column 8, lines 10- 
15). 

Regarding claims 5, 10 and 17, Kraft teaches inputting a telephone number and 
in accompanied with a name associated with the telephone number (column 5, lines 59- 
65); 

searching an allocation in the database by using the name (column 5, lines 59-65); 

and 

storing the telephone number and the name in the searched allocation (column 5, 
lines 59-65) . 

Regarding claims 6, 11 and 18, Chen discloses the name comprising a person 
name or a company title (fl 0032).
